GOVERNMENT POLICY AND 
PALESTINE 


Mrs. Barbara Ayrton-Gould (Lab.. North 
Hendon) asked the Prime Minister on Monday 
whether, in view of the urgency of making pro- 
vison for Jewish victims of Nazi persecution. he 
would make a statement of short-term policy for 
immigration imto Palestine befoye he went to 
America.

Mrs. Ayrion-Gould: Is the Prime Minister aware 
that the continued silence of Government 
makes it wunpossible for the loyal Jews in Palestine 
io exercise any control over the terrorists? 

Mr. Aitlee: I do not accept that for a moment. 
{ cannot see that a matter of waiting for a day or 
two #8 any excuse whatsoever for resort to violence. 

Mr. Barnett Janner (Lab., W. Leicester): Surely 
the right hon. gentleman knows that since 1939 
there has been in existence a White Paper which 
has been declared time aficr time to be illegal and 
that it ss not fair to make the people in Palestine 
wait further for permitted immigration in view of 
what was decided by the Mandates Commission. 

Mr. Atilee: 1 have already said that a statenrent 
will be made. There can be no excuse whatever for 
not giving a reasonable time to. allow a statement 
to be made and m any case there i no excuse for 
violence. 

Mrs. Ayrion-Gould gave notice that she would 
raise the matter in the House again on the adijourn- 
ment. 


PALESTINE DISORDERS 
Colonial Office Statement 


The Colonial Secretary, Mr. George Hall. read 
a statement at the opening of last Friday's sitting 
of the House of Commons on the. outbreak in 
Palestine on the night of October 31-November 1. 
Having described his information about the attacks 
and the casualties, the statement went on: ** The 
House will khow, share His Majesty's Govern- 
ment’s feelings of abhorrence at this dastardly series 
of owltrages. They show evidence of very careiul 
planning by a considerable organisation among the 
Jewish community. ft would prefer not to say more 
at the preseni regarding the nature of that organisa- 
tion. but Lam sure the House will agrce that nothing 
could do. greater disservice to a cause which other- 
wise commands much sympathy in many quarters. 
While His Majesty's Government is examining al! 
possible means of finding a solution of the Jewish 
problem, it is a matter of profound regret that 
there should be this wanton resort to force. Unless 
it is stopped and suppressed, then progress in rela- 
tion to Palestine will be impossible and the furthe: 
steps. we had in mind in our endeavour to settle this 
difficult. problem will be brought to naughi. The 
Siouse will. am sure; wish: to express their sym- 
pathy with the relatives of those killed and with 
the injured.” 

Mr S._S. Silverman (Lab.. Nelson and Colne). 
while associating himself “ with the expressions oi 
sympathy, and of regret that these things should 
have happened.” asked when. the Government's 
policy ‘would be announced, secing that many 
people were feeling themsclves driven to despera- 
tion at the end of many years of bitter tragedy.

Over 400 delegates, including a Palestinian con- 
stated to represent. countries and 30 
million of the world's youth, attended the world 
youth rally at the Albert Hall, London. The 
delegates were of all races, colours, and creeds. 

The demonstration began with. the ceremonial 
entry of every delegation headed by its national flag. 
The cniry of the Palestine Jewish contingent was 
announced as follows: 


‘* We welcome our comrades from the Holy Laad, | 


the land which is gathering in its. exiles.’ 

The delegation was led by. a private of the Jewish 
Brigade who carried aloft the Zionist banner. Their 
entry was greeted with tremendous cheers. 

Ziviah Lubetkin, the well-known. Jewish resist- 
ance leader, arrived with the Polish delegation. 
representing Hechalutz in Poland. 

At the inaugural session the entire audience swore 
to banish Fascism from the earth, 

On Saturday morning some of the Jewish 
delegates attended a special service at the Great 
Synagogue, Duke's Place. The service was con- 
ducted by the Revs. S. Kusevitsky and H. Mayero- 
witsch. 

The Rev. I. L. Swift, of Dollis Hill Synagogue, 
delivered an address, in the course of which he said 
that his own experience wiih youth confirmed 
his conviction that they were of a high moral fibre. 
What they wanted was an ideal, and given that 
ideal no sacrifice that they asked of them would be 
too great. Just to plan the economic future and 
well-being of the rising generation would be in- 
sufficient. There must be a moral foundation, and 
it was in religious ideals that they could fire the 
imagination of youth and. harness their vast 
energies to the betterment of the world. 

Following the service, a luncheon was provided at 
the new headquarters of the Association for Jewish 
Youth in Leman Street, Aldgate, E. The joint hosts 
were the AJ.Y., F.Z.Y. (including Habonim), 
L.U.J.F..

JEWISH MARINE LEAGUE 


Civil Lord of the Admiralty on 
Palestine 


The Civil Lord of the Admiralty, Mr. W. J 
~ Stoker’) Edwards, M.P., was a speaker at the 
Savoy Hotel on Tuesday evening at a dinner that 
was held to celebrate the eleventh anniversary of 
the Jewish Marine League and the inaugusation of 
MS POsi-war activities. Lord Latham, Leader of 
the L.C.C.. was also among the speakers. Captain 
J. Helpern. presided. 

Mr. Joseph Leftwich, a member of the F xecutive. 
read messages of encouragement which had been 
received, among which was one from the Chief 
Rabbi. 

Captain J. Heipern recalled that eleven vears 
ago the Jewish Marine League was created as the 
first. pioneer organisation in the field of Jewish 
protessional training. They established 
the first training centres in Italy, Lithuania, France. 
and China, and branches were also established in 
Great Britain, Palestine, and America. In these 
schools they had trained young Jews from all ove: 
the world as sailors, deck officers, marine engincers. 
and fishermen. As a result of their work. many 
thousands of young Jews volunteered ior service 
with the Allied Navies and Merchant Fleets hes 
own graduates, over 300 in number. sailed the 
seven seas, and shared in all the perils of the war 
mM sea: many proved thew valour. In this wa 
over 1,200 Palestmian Jews joined the British Nav, 


Work Even More Important Te-das 


If their work was important before the war, it was 
sull more important to-day. They had two urgent 
important tasks: one, to enable those Palestinian 
ahd Stateless Jews who had verved in the Allied 
Navies and marine fleets to qualify to continue thei 
sca careers: and the second. to train for seatarme 
some of the thousands of Jewish children who had 
survived the horrors of the Nazi caxtermination im 
Furope, and who have- giown up without having 
any trade or protession :

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE 
CRISIS 


Sir Robert’s Resignation Called For 


FATEFUL COUNCIL MEETING 
ON MONDAY 


{By a Correspondent} 


The crisis in the leadership of the United Syna- 
gogue, precipitated by the circular telegram issued 
by the President, Sir Robert Waley Cohen, and one 
of his Vice-Presidents, Mr. Frank Samuel, contirfues 
to be the subject of widespread communal dis- 
cussion. 

The speciai meeting of the Council requisitioned 
by the members who are calling for Sir Robert's 
resignation has been fixed for five o'clock on 
Monday afternoon next (November 12), when Mr. 
Lieberman's resolutions of “no confidence” will 
be discussed It is described as to take place 
prior to the ordinary Council meeting which had 
been called for that day, but it is likely that the 
special meeting will leave little time for the other, 
which will have to be adjourned. 

Further meetings have been held by members of 
the Council to support Mr. B. B. Lieberman's resolu- 
tion of no confidence in the two Hon.. Officers. and 
the number. of signatorics in favour of the reésolu- 
tion is steadily growing. 

On the other hand, Sir Robert and his friends 
are making desperate efforts to retain their 
Honorary Offices, which eflorts are causing some 
surprise in United Synagogue circles, where it was 
thought that office of this nature was a tedious 
burden carried on from a sense of duty and one 
which, if called upon. any incumbent would 
willingly relinquish, 

The discussions have now burst open the whole 
underlying discord, .of which the circular tele- 
gram incident was only the latest of a number of 
superficial indications, Essentially the crisis is now 
seen to be little less than a fundamental struggle 
as to whether orthodox Judaism or some ante- 
chamber to Reformism and Liberalism. shall be the 
established religion of the United Synagogue. , 

Sir Robert continues to defy the orthodox 
Jewish. rights of the Rabbinate and to reiterate 
that he would, in similar circumstances, repeat the 
offence of the circular telegram (i.c.. overrule the 
Chief Rabbi's spiritual authority over United Syna- 
gogue ministers) if he thought fit. The President 
has made strenuous efforts to discover some face- 
saving formula whereby he and his colleague might 
be permitted by the Council to retain their posts. 
But a special meeting of Elders, Hon. Officers of 
Constiuent Synagogues, Chairmen of certain Com- 
mittees ‘(with the U.S. Hon Officers conveniently 
on tap), called significantly enough for the fifth of 
November, failed to make any progress 


Unyielding Intransigence 


The interesting feature of the present position is 
that Sir Robert has not budged in the slightest from 
his position. He has not, so far as is known, even 
suggested a .public withdrawal and apology, let 
alone any promise “ not to do it-again.” Probably 
this is because he quite rightly appreciates that 
the present very serious crisis is rooted in matters 
of profound principles and religious faith, and that 
superficial adjustments around the precipitating 
incident are no longer of any use. 

In the course of a letter to a Council member, 
Sir Robert has made his attitude of unyielding 
defiance to the Council] unmistakably clear, so that 
no one can accuse him of disingenuousness or of 
not frankly announcing his determination not .to 


yield. 


“If the majority of the Council,” writes Sir 
Robert, “ share your view and do not agree with 
Mr. Samuel and myself in holding that the protec- 
tion of the great name of Jewry and of Judaism 
before the bar of history made it vital and impera- 
tive on us to act as we did, and should certainly 
do again in similar circumstances (our italics), then 


“we are certainly unable and unwilling to continue 


to represent the United Synagogue.’ He does not, 
of course, explain how “the great name of Jewry ” 
was threatened. nor why Mr Samuel and himself 
should be better judges of the existence of such a 
threat than the Chief Rabbi nor why they should 
be regarded as particular'y relable custodians of 
the name of “ Jewry and Judaism.” But i is at 
least conclusive evidence of a frank and manly 
sticking to his guns. such as they are. ? 


COMPARATIVE SPHERES OF 
AUTHORITY

“THE SCANDAL OF THE 
ORPHANAGE” 


Very Grave Allegations. 
BETRAYAL OF A SACRED TRUST 


We have received from one of the signatories, 
Dayan H. M. Lazarus, a copy of the ietowine 
document, entitled “The Scandal of _ the 
Orphanage.’ It is in the form of an * open letter ” 
to the Chief Rabbi, laying before him certain very 
grave charges concerning the conduct of those 
responsible for recent changes in the conducting of 
the Jewish Orphanage: 

“ We deem it our sacred duty to draw your atten- 
tion to a communal event which we consider a 
religious disaster, and which, if not immediately 
rectified, will surely become a. public scandal of the 
first order. 

“The Norwood Jewish Orphanage (Nevch 
Zedck), founded in 1795, had a Jewish Day School 
attached to it This school was a great moral 
asset of the Orphanage, as it was the guarantee of 
a Jewish religious atmosphere. - 

“To our sorrow, we recently read in a com- 
munication to the Jewish press from Mr. Anthony 
de Rothschild, the President of the Orphanage, that 
this Day School has now been dissolved. But we 
were not informed in that communication that the 
whole religious life of the. Orphanage has been 
changed; that a non-Jewish Matron has been 
appointed, and that the kitchen is put in charge of 
a non-Jewish cook! In addition, the religious 
guidance of the erphans has been handed over to 
an extreme  anti-crihodox—Mr Basil L. Q 


Henriques 


* We are utterly amazed at this religious revolu- 
tion, conducted behind the scenes, and of which the 
Anglo-Jewish public has been kept in complete 
ignorance. And we are seriously alarmed. These 
helpless Jewish orphans are the charge of the entire 
Jewish community, who are morally and collectively 
responsible for their upbringing—one of the most 
sacred duties in the Jewish world. And we shall 
not stand by and idly watch Mr. Anthony de 
Rothschild’s committee deprive them of a true 
Jewish upbringing. In 1940, these children were on 
Passover given only bread and other leavened food. 
From now on, it seems, the orphans aré€ to be 
permanently fed on what the Din declares to be a 
trefah diet. 

“To the ordinary conscientious Jew, this closing 
of the Jewish Orphans’ Day School, and dismissal 
of the Jewish personnel, together with the appoint- 
ment of a non-Jewish Matron and cook, is tanta- 
mount to an attempt at dejudaizing our orphans. 
And then to install Mr. Basil Henriques, whose 
anti-Orthodox activities are abhorrent to the vast 
majority of Jews in this country, as the all- 
powerful religious influence in the Orphanage, is 
adding insult. to the attack on their dearest con- 
victions 

* Moreover, orthodox Jews kave for 150 years 
generously donated to the Norwood Orphanage, on 
the unquestioned understanding that these orphans 
would be brought up in the Way of Life and:Tradi- 
tions of the Fathers. Its foundation funds. indeed, 
were collected from the contributions of poor Jews, 
orthodox in their views and observant in_ their 
practice; and to-day, almost every orthodox Syna- 
gogue has an°Orphan Aid Society, which works for 
the Norwood Orphanage. 

** What has happened now is accordingly a breach 
of trust.. We, the signatories to the letter, have tn 
our different spheres been among the most 
enthusiastic helpers of the Orphanage. But we shall 
not rest until the conscience of Anglo-Jewry ° is 
roused, and what is nothing less than an outrage 
against our orphans is put right- In the discharge 
of this sacred duty, we may be compelled openly 
to oppose men and groups who have in the past 
rendered signal services, many and long-continued, 
to the community. We may feel in duty bound to 
call upon the subscribers to dissociate themselves 
from the present Institution, and appeal to Anglo- 
Jewry for funds to open a new Orphanage on 
Jewish lines. If we are forced to do so. we are at 
liberty to recoil from neither of these courses. We 
are sure that you, our Chief Rabbi fully under- 
stand ihe feeling animating us: and that all 
righteous men and women will join us in rescuing 
our orphans for ‘he Faith of their Fathers.”

AN ANTI-JEWISH BEQUEST 


Mr. Justice Cohen’s Decision 


The question of a bequest to Sheffield University, 
made by Joseph Arthur Knowles, a Sheffield builder, 
came before Mr. Justice Cohen in the Chancery 
Court last week. 

The late Mr. Knowles willed half the income of 
the residue of his estate to the University to estab- 
lish scholarships for male medical students of the 
University who are the sons of British parents, 
“and not, in the opinion of the Board of Faculty 
of the University, of the Jewish race.’ 

After considering the bequest, the University, with 
reluctance, turned it down. The executors of the 
will asked the court to say whether the hequest was 
still valid. Mr. Justice Cohen decided it was. 
He called the University’s refusal “ understandable, 
and indeed praiseworthy.” Mr. Knowles, maki 
his will, had a definite charitable intention (sai

Sik,—It is in no spirit of controversy thar | k 
for the opportunity of commenting on your leads 
article “* Co-ordinauon,” and Mr. Leonard Stein's 
letter published in your issue of Novembe; > vie 

In the first place I ‘should like to express m 
general agreement with your view of tice 
which militate against co-ordination—" the best of 
plans cannot Overcome intolefance and eLOistic 
suspicion among those whom they are designed to 
co-ordinate." As President of the representative 
body of this country it has always been my desire 
and intention, repeatedy expressed, that no question 
of prestige and no spirit of self-secking should stand 
in the way of securing co-ordination among Jewish 
bodies that have a contribution to make for the 
solution of Jewish problems, both of an liTternal 
character and such as relate to the positi 
abroad or interests which Jews everywhere have in 
common. The Board of Deputies in this country 
naturally takes, the lead in these endeavours. As 
the representative organisation of the Jews of this 
country, it has had to rely for the success of jg 
endeavours On a responsive spirit of goodwill and 
discipline amongst’ various Jewish bodies diflering 
in views and methods. Unfortunately this willing. 
ness to co-operate has in One OF two insiances been 
painfully lacking. Nevertheless, the Board has pot 
slackened in trying to achieve this aim. In addition 
to the co-ordination of Jewish bodies in this coun. 
try, there is the problem of consultation and co- 
ordination between Jewish- bodies in ¢ifferent 
countries, and it was with the desire to help ig 
bringing this about that Mr.» Brotman and | went 
to the U.S..last year. Unfortunately differences 
among Organisations in America are wide and deep. 
After discussions in America and later by the Board 
it was felt that in all the circumstances such co- 
ordination and consultation should at any rate be 
established between the Board, the American Jewish 
Conference, and the World Jewish Congress. The 
Foreign Affairs Commutice did everything possible 
in order to have the American Jewish Committee 
and other bodies brought into the arrangements for 
consultation and co-ordination. 

It was, however, impossible for the Jews of this 
country to dictate in matters affecting internal 
arrangements in America, just as it is out of the 
question for the Anglo-Jewish Commiunity to permit 
any dictation from Organisations abroad. I should 
like to emphasise this point because of the sugges- 
tion made by Mr. Leonard Stein at a recent meeting 
of the A.J.A. that the Board was in danger of 
becoming subservient to organisations outside this 
country. Arrangements for consultation and co- 
ordination between such bodies as the American 
Jewish Conference, the Board, and the World 
Jewish Congress with a view to achieving the maxi- 
mum of agreement on policy and action implies 
friendly discussion of differences with a view to‘ 
smoothing them out, but in no sense imphes that 
any one of the parties is in a position of -dictator- 
ship. it may be argued that it would be casier 
to have one or the other type of co-ordination— 
that is, the internal co-ordination only or the external 
arrangements referred to above—but in spite of 
all the difficulties I think we should do everything 
possible in both directions. 

Difficulties have in fact arisen and mistakes have’ 
been made owing to human failings and pressure 
of circumstances, as, for example, in the case you 
refer to in regard to the Committee for Jews m 
Germany. Nevertheless, useful work has been done. 
With patience, forbearance, and goodwill, there 
no reason why this good work should not continue 
and become more fruitful. 

It should be remembered that up to the present 
no Peace Conference has been held and none 1s 
The various meetings of Govern- 
ment representatives of international bodies, eic., 
represent in fact a continuous peace conference 
activity. In view of this, co-ordination between 
Jewish bodies in different countries is obviously 
essential. I wish it could be much wider than at 
present, but it is at least vital that the  mwst 
important bodies should consult and co-ordinate. 
The Secretariat exists for this and no other purpose, 
and has already in the short time it has been estab- 
lished been of considerable value. 

I hope that we here in our internal affairs, and 
our friends abroad. will keep their eyes on the 
ultimate good of the Jewish causes in which we 
are so vitally concerned without laying too much 
stress on organisational differences, which have little 
significance in the difficult situation of to-day.

These measures follow a series of successful 
attacks on Wednesday night last week which cut 
the Palesiine railways in 153 places, besides causing

Railway lines were blown up between Acre and 
Gaza, between Affulah and Haifa. and between 
Lydda and Jerusalem. As a result the entire system 
was disrupted, including all goods and passenger. 


The riots began in Cairo, with a march by a mob 
of 20,000, led by Arab students. from El! Azhar 
University to the Abdin Palace, the demonstrators 
shouting anti-Jewish slogans.

An official police communiqué says that “ on 
the night of October 31/ November 1, a concerted 
attack was made by armed Jewish saboteurs to 
disrupt the Palestine railway system... The perma- 
nent way was blown up and cut in a large number 
of places, both on the main and the branch lines, 
and unexploded mines were found at other points. 
An attack was made on the railway station and the 
goods yard at Lydda. Extensive damage was done 
to a signal box, to a train, and to three locomotives. 
During the attack one British soldier, one Pales- 
tinian temporary additional policeman, and two 
Palestinian members of the railway staff were 
killed. A second Palestinian temporary additional 
policeman 1s belreved to have been killed. One 
British soldier, one Palestinian temporary addi- 
tional policeman, and six Palestinian members of the 
railway staff were wounded. 

“ Subsequently the dead body of one of the 
Jewish attackers was found near by. 

“In the early hours of the morning two police 
launches at anchor in Haifa harbour were 
damaged by explosions. A _ police launch was 
blown up and sunk in Jaffa. An attempt was also 
made on the Consolidated Refineries installation 
in Haifa. An explosion occurred and a man’s 
dead body was found buried beneath the rubble 
caused by it. The installation itself was not 
damaged.” 

On Thursday morning military and. police units 
cordoned off the settlement of Ramat Hakovesh, 
north of Tel-Aviv. Their attempt to penetrate into 
the settlement and to carry out. searches was 
frustrated by a crowd of over 1,000 Jewish workers 
from neighbouring colonies and the troops were 
withdrawn. ‘

Jewish Agency Statement 


Commenting on the reported outbreaks in Pales- 
me a’ spokesman of the Jewish Agency in London 
said : 

“The Jewish Agency deeply deplores the events 
which took place in Palestine. and: the resulting loss 
of life. It is a tragedy that -matters in Palestine 
should have reached such a stage. The White 
Paper policy of 1939, with its stranglehold on Jewish 
immigration, and its anti-Jewish land laws, was an 
attempt to deal a mortal blow to the hopes of the 
Jewish people, and its continuation for so many 
months after the war has exacerbated feeling to an 
unprecedented extent. Moreover, the Jews of 
Palestine have watched with ever-growing distress 
the plight of their fellow-Jews in Europe, among 
them many of their own kith and kin. 

“ The Jewish .Agency repudiates recourse to 
violence as an instrument of political struggle, but 
finds its capacity to impose restraint severely tried 
by the maintenance of a policy which Jews regard 
as fatal to their future.” 


REGRETS OVER LORD GORT 
Jewish Esteem For Him 


Lord Gort, V.C., has resigned from the position 
of High Commissioner for Palestine, on medical 
advice, as it is understood that he is seriously ill, 
and he arrived in England on Tuesday. Until 4 
new appoiniment is made, the Chief Secretary to 
the Palestine Government, Mr. J. V. W. Shaw, will 
become Officer Administering the Government. 

Lord Gort’s resignation (reports our Jerusalem 
correspondent) has evoked feelings of genuine regret 
among all sections of the population, among whom, 
as { have stated on a number of occasions in THE 
Jewisu CHRONICLE, he has won deserved ey 
as a result of his simple, direct, soldierly approac 
and sympathetic understanding of local problems. 

I happen to know that after Lord Gort returned 
from. London in the last week of September, he 
was distressed at what he believed was the perceptible 
cooling off in the previous cordial attitude towards 
him among the populace, especially the Jewish 
section. He felt he was no longer greeted in a 
friendly way nor were hats raised courteodsly when 
he strolled informally through the streets of Jeru- 
salem on Sunday mornings after attending church. 

Yet even following the Yishuv's general stoppage 
on October 8 there was no change in the Jewish 
respect and esteem for Lord Gort. He was given 
the heartiest ovation from the capacity audience 
which attended the gala opening of the Palestine 
Orchestra season under the baton of the Italian 
conductor Bernardino Molnari on October 11 
leaving no doubt that their friendship for him had 
not altered. On 


Two large Jewish department stores were the first 
to be pillaged on Friday. The thieves, mostly young 
louts, whose ages ranged from eight to 20 years. 
came out of the stores dragging rolls of wool and 
silk and with. their pockets stuffed with shoes. 
towels. and stockings. Later the entire Jewish 
quarter was sacked and virtually every shop was 
broken into. in many instances Egyptian police 
carrying guns or sticks and medieval shields merely 
stood by, and watched or turned their backs. 


Synagogue Destroyed 


The Ashkenazi Synagogue now presents a scene 
of utter devastation. Half-burnt Scrolls of the 
Law are lying on the steps leading up to the Ark. 

Another Synagogue was also partially destroyed. 

The community's meeting-rooms are in ruins. 
Black streaks now stain the white walls of the com- 
munity’s clinic, and only an overturned operating 
table ts left in the theatre. The dining-room, where 
scores of ‘poor transient refugee Jews had their 
meals, is smashed and flooded. 

The main Jewish school in Cairo, which caters fer 
1,300 pupils, was completely sacked, stripped of all 
its material, 

Apart from the Synagogues and the school. 
private Jewish property was destroyed or.damaged 
to the extent of about £150,000, according to one 
estimate. 

There have been attempts also to suggest that 
the riots were a “ spontaneous ” expression of Arab 
support of Arabs in Palestine, but Jewish circlés 
reveal that deputations of young Egyptians last 
week visited Jewish-owned shops and warned the 
owners and managers to close down on Friday. The 
Chief Rabbi of Egypt, Haim Nahum Effendi,. to 
whom the shopkeepers turned, advised them ‘to 
close down and notified the Egyptian atithorities of 
the threats. No steps were taken, however, to pro- 
tect Jewish-owned shops. 

Egyptian Government and Arab League officials 
now’ attempt to explain that their anti-Zionist 


‘propaganda was never intended to be anti-Jewish, 


but the events have indicated that the average 
Egyptian sees no difference between the’ two. 

Arabic press expresses.no regrets for the 
racial riots: On. the contrary, they gloat ovet 
the *“* great success *’ of the demonstration 

While the Arabic newspapers have attempted: to 
defend the police,.saying that efhicient police acuon 
resulted in preventing greater damage, the French- 
language daily, Le ProGres EGyPTIeN observes that 
there is a police station only 200 yards from the 
Synagogue and that the repeated pleas of the Syna- 
gogue secretary to that station for help were 
ignored, . The police showed up two hours. alters 
the mob had left.

Riots Planned Beforehand 


Major Bernard Homa, L.C.C., who has just 
returned from Egypt and Palestine, brings back 
first-hand informauon concerning the Cairo riots 

In view of the attempts of the Egyptian Govern- 
ment to pretend that these riots were neither 
organised nor anti-Jewish, but were . directed 
against foreigners, Major Homa points out that 
on the Thursday before the riots the shopkeepers 
were warned to close their shops. The Moslems, 
as a rule, after attending the mosque on the 
Friday, their Sabbath, reopen their shops and it 
was their intention to follow the usual procedure. 
But they -were warned of the consequences if the) 
did not keep closed 

The Chief Rabbi of Cairo, who had been fore- 
warned that there would be trouble, got in touch 
with the Prime Minister of Egypt. who assured him 
that there was nothing to fear and that all pre- 
cautions would be taken. On the morning of the riots 
in the Musky quarter, the Synagogue there was 
attacked. The Synagogal authorities got in touch 
with the police, asking for immediate protection. 
It was two hours before anyone arrived and then 
it was only a solitary constable. He told the Jews 
in the Synagogue that they had nothing to worry 
about and then behaved in a friendly fashion to- 
wards the leader of the mob, patting him on the 
back, upon which the mob prompily sailed into 
the Synagogue and destroyed the sacred scroll, 
prayer-books, and everything portable. It was 
quite obvious that the mob was acting to all intents 
and purposes with the approval of the policeman 
who was there. 3 
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There is no doubt whatsoever, continues Major 
Homa, that the riots were properly organised, that 
the few attacks on non-Jewish shops or people 
were to be regarded asa kind of attempt to pretend 
that it was not entircly a Jewish pogrom, and that 
the Egyptian Prime Minister's congratulations to 
the students of the University for their restraint 
was. in fact, not justified, as they took full part 
in the riots, 

Palestine Arabs’ One-Day Strike 


The Arab sirske on Balfour Day in Palestine was 
observed on a coniparatively large scale, as it 
coincided with Friday, when Arab shops are closed 
m any case. A big demonstration took place in 
Jaffa, where crowds shouted in chorus: “ Palesime 
ms Ours—give us back the Mufti!” In Jerusalem 
worshinpers from the mosques dispersed quictly. 

Jewish vehicles were sioned when passing Ramich 
on the way from Tel-Aviv to Jerusalem. 

Anti-Zionist demonstrations were also held in 
Lebanon, with a one-day general strike in Beirut. 


Tel-Aviv's Mayor's Protest 


At Sunday night's meeting of the Tel-Aviv Muni- 
cipality the Mayor, Mr. Israel Rokach, voiced a 
sirong proicst agamst the anti-Jewish riots in 
Egypt, especially against the desecration of — the 
Cawo Synagogue. He praised the Jewish youth for 
the valiant resistance they put up against the hoolli- 
gans who invaded the Jewish quarter.

N.W. LONDON ZIONIST 
CONFERENCE 


Criticism of B.B.C. Presentations on 
Palestine 


A North-West London Regional Conference was 
held under the aegis of the Zionist Federation, at 
Zion House, 57, Eton Avenue, N.W.3, last week. 
Thirty-four Zionist societies were represented by 
116 delegates at this meeting. 

Mr. Bernard Green (member of the Executive 
Council of the Zionist Federation) presided over 
the morning session, at which an address was given 
by Mr. Morris Cohen (Vice-Chairman of the 
Organisation Committee of the Federation), fol- 
lowed by a debate. ' 

Mr. Cohen dealt with education, publications, 
propaganda, and Synagogue work. He said that 
he understeod that the membership of the. Federa- 
tion at present was about 28,500. 

Referring to the telegram sent by Sir Robert 
Waley Cohen and Mr. Frank Samuel to the 
Wardens of the constituent Synagogues of the 
United Synagogue, Mr. Cohen said that those of 
them who were on the Council of the United 
Synagogue—and he spoke personally as an hon. 
officer of the Cricklewood Synagogue—had taken 
the most vigorous stand that could be taken by 
way of repudiation of that telegram. They meant 
to see this matter through in no uncertain way. It 
was a public issue which went clean beyond the 
confines of the Council of the United Synagogue 
and was one on which they as Zionists and Jews 
had the right and duty to express their views in 
no uncertain way. 


Political Session 


The afternoon = session, devoted to political 
matters, was addressed by Mr. Maurice Rosette, 
head of the Information Department of the Zionist 
Organisation The Chairman was Councillor 
Emanuel Snowman (member of the Executive 
Council of the Zionist Federation). 

Mr. Rosetté spoke of what -he described as the 
extremely biased report on Palestine whiclf was 
presented over the B.B.C. radio service as an 
objective statement by “ Observer’ a week or two 
before, and also of the wireless debate which took 
place recently between Dr. 
Sir Wyndham Deedes, in which, he said, an extra- 
ordinary thing happened—it was a debate not 
between Dr. Royden and Sir Wyndham Deedes, but 
between Dr. Royden plus Sir Ronald Storrs, who 
was the Chairman, and Sir Wyndham.

‘PROTESTS IN BALKAN 
COUNTRIES 


The Bucharest non-Jewish newspapers continually 
carry reports and articles which closely follow. the 
situation in Palestine, cables our Bucharest. corres- 
pondent, These statements describe in considerable 
detail the various viewpoints expressed in Great 
Britain, the United States, and Palestine. 

Crowded protest meetings have been held through- 
out Rumania by both the Zionist and the New 
Zionist Organisations. Demands were voiced for 
unrestricted Jewish immigration into Palestine, for 
the abolition of the White Paper, and for the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish State. Resolutions embodying 
these demands were handed to the British and 
American Missions in the capital 

The Jewish Agency in London has received a 
telegram from the Jewish National Organisation in 
Transy!vanmia, pledging full support in the struggle 
for free immigration into Palestine and the estab- 
lishment of a. Jewish State. The message says that 
after years of suffering in deportation, 10,000 desti- 
tute Jews have returned to Transylvania and are 
waiting for the gates of Palestine to open. 

A Sofia message states that 700 out of a total of 
1,000. Palestine immigration certificates allotted to 
Bulgaria have been taken back at the last Moment. 
This measure has puf into a desperate position the 
700 men, women, and children, who had made all 
their preparations to leave the country. They had 
sold all their belongings, given up their jobs, and 
are now facing starvation, cold. and misery.

A special aim of Dr. Schonfeld’s mission to 
Poland is to make all possible arrangements for 
taking Jewish children from non-Jewish homes 
and to help in the establishment of Jewish homes 
for these children. He will also try to bring out a 
number of orphan children who have relatives in 
this country, Dr. Schonfeld will endeavour, also, 
to establish proper research machinery for the 
tracing of relatives in Poland. 

Dr. Schonfeld, who has already left London on 
his way to Poland, will also visit. Berlin with 
similar objects in view. He will, in addition, visit 
Czechoslovakia and other neighbouring countries.

~Jews Protest to President 


“ Daia,” the central representative body of 
Argentine Jewry, has submitted a memorandum to 
President Farrel, protesting against the recent anti- 
Jewish incidents, when Jews and Jewish shops were 
attacked in Buenos Aires and other cities. The 
memorandum complains that the police did nothing 
to stop the rioters.

intact,-but I could not get near enough for a close 
view fhe way was barred by. piles of shattered 
brickwork and masonry. 

Ihe fuiure of the Synagogue, which is obviously 
much too large for any Jewish community which 
might develop in Cologne, was one of the topics | 
discussed with a man named Bramson, who has 
take:?- charge of communal affairs in the city. ? 

Now about 40 years of age, he has been in 
Cologne throughout the war. He worked for some 
years at roadmending before “ disappearing “ under- 
ground. 

He has set up offices in the remains of the once 
famous Jewish Hospital and Home of Rest in the 
Suburb of Ehrenfeld. With very little help from 
Jews abroad, but with some assistance from the 
Military Government and the local Civil. Admin- 
istration, Bramson is struggling hard to look after 
the hundred Jews who have returned. from 
Theresienstadt. Finding private homes for them is 
a sheer impossibility, so he has accommodated them 
in a number of “ settlements,” the largest of which 
is In the suburb of Suelz. 

At. first, people returning from concentration 
camps were granted increased rations, but these 
were withdrawn, as will shortly also be the case in 
connection with special grants of money, made for 
a period.of three months. So far, no other means 
have been forthcoming to make good the 
deficiencies. 

Bramson showed me a letter from the “ Joint ” 

conveying good wishes to the “new” Jewish com- 
munity, and asking for further details, possibly 
as a prelude to giving practical help. However 
that may be, help is a matter of vital urgency, not 
only materially but spiritually. 
Synagogue has been improvised by Bramson 
in the grounds of the former Jewish asylum, and 
Services were held there during.the recent Holy- 
ays. 

It seems that the Cologne community, in addition 
to its own problems, will also have to look after 
all those places in the Rhine Province, from Cleves 
to Frankfort, where Jewish communities used to 
exist, and to which individual Jews may return, 


but not in sufficient numbers to form communities. 


of their own. 

Whether the Jews who have already returned to 
Cologne and district, or who may yet come back 
are likely to stay permanently is a question that 
the immediate and urgent needs of the situation.

from Northern Transylvania sull survive in 
different parts of Germany and Austria. The 
American military authorities have promised to send 
these people to Budapest, whence they were to be 
brought to Rumania by special trains provided by 
the Government. They should bring the total num- 
ber of Rumanian Jewry to about 350.000. 

When on August 23 last the coup détat was 
effected and the Jews were liberated, there were 
150,000 dispossessed Jews in Rumania: artisans 
whose workshops had been confiscated, civil servants 
thrown out of their employment, tenants expelled 
from their apartments, and landlords whose houses 
had been confiscated. 

But although the racial laws were abolished by 
Pee decree at the end of 1944, no important 
changes can be seen even now. A very complicated 
procedure has to be gone through by Jews desiring 
to have rights restored. Applications have to be 
lodged which are examined by special commissions 
which, in turn, pass them to other commissions. 
and so on. If a Jew wants to get his house back he 
has to apply to courts, and as is well known 
Rumanian law courts work very slowly indeed. 

Dr. Fildermann publicly declared that the decree 
had not contributed towards any really effective 
restoration of Jewish rights. ihis courageous 
declaration made many enemies for him in Govern- 
ment circies. Attacks were levelled against him. 
Communist leaders publicly called him a Fascist. ; 
and he was evefit thrown into prison for over a 
month, and was only released a few weeks ago. 

Mr. Zissu, representative: of the Jewish 
Agency and President of the Jewish National ‘Party. 
declared: “It ts useless to fight for equal rights in 
a.country where we have no intention of remain- 
ing. he Government should help the. Jewish 
population to emigrate to’ Palestine.” These 
declarations have certainly not helped the Jewash 
population to solve their immediate problems, of 
which the economic problem is the most important. 

At the onset of another winter the ever-crowing 
number of drstressed turn for hebp to their brothers 
abroad.

And they had to wait a year before 
they could complete all the formalities necessary 
for their departure. -This group imeluded several 
hundred Transnistrian orphans, former inmates of 
the Auschwitz camp. Polish, Czechoslovakian, and 
Hungarian refugees, and .a few metmbers of 
Rumaman Zionist Youth Organrsations 

Some days ago I visited the local Palestine Office. 
On one side | saw the happy faces of those who | 
were about to leave, and on the other side the 
despair and misery of widows and orphans, victims 
of the Hitler regime, who had to stay behind. A 
woman who had lost her husband and five children 
in Auschwitz cried: “ Why did.not Hitler burn. me 
alive together with my family? Why must 1 con- 
tinue to.live here where I must see their murderers 
walking around me?” 

Yet, despite the tragic plight of Rumanian Jewry, 
there is no united Jewish. representative -body. There 
is nobody to speak for the entire Jewish population. 
limmediately after the coup détat an mpt was 
made to get a united Jewish organisafion, but this 
was a Government move, not a wish one. The 
committee then formed included members of the 
four non-Jewish. political parties: National 
Peasants. National Liberals, Socialists, and Com- 
munists. together with Dr. Fildermann’s Union: of 
Rumanian Jews The Zionists and Zissu’s Jewish 
National Party, however, refused to jor a com- 
mittee appointed by the Government. © When: in 
March. 1945. Groza’s left-wing Government took 
office. he tried to create. another semi-Jewish bocy, 
the so-called Jewish Democratic Committee. « The 
constituent assembly was addressed -by Mr Vasile 
Luca. the Communist leader and Secretary-General 
of the National Democratic Front, the Government 
party. 
A. Jewish leader commented somewhat bitterly 
to me: “ During the Antonescu regime the Jewish 
Central Committee was presided over by a Mr. 
Fecca. and now we have a’ Mr. Luca.” 


EDUCATION IN SWEDEN 


The Council of Swedish Rabbis is drawing up a 
standard scheme for Jewish religious education and 
for examinations to test the. competence and 
suitability of teachers, states a communiqué from 
Rabbi Professor M. Ehrenpreis, Chief Rabbi of 
Sweden. 3 

The Council is taking such steps as are possible 
under the prevailing extraordinary conditions to 
maintain the Jewish spirit and the Jewish way of 
life in the schools, and is co-operating with the 
Jewish communities and organisations 

There is a comparatively large number of rescued 
children who hope to go to Palestine with the 
Youth Alivah. and the Council is getting in touch 
with the Palestine Chief Rabbinate and also the 
Youth Aliyah in Jerusalem with a view to obtain- 
ing their collaboration. 

Meanwhile. the Council feels that the education 
of these rescued children should not be controlled 
by any single party, and so, regardless of the 
individual views. of the members of the Council, 
a non-party. body has been formed which aims at 
bringing up the children in a truly traditional 
manner and to help them to grow up as good Jews 
and worthy citizens,

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‘THERE IS NOW NO EXCUSE 


DURING the past fortnight developments have occurred 
in connection with Palestine which have changed very con- 
siderably the aspect of affairs and to which objective 
consideration must be given without delay. Last week we 
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had a number of spectacular acts of sabotage in Palestine 


which have been attributed to a Jewish organisation. The 
feelings of regret of Jews in general anent such violence 
have been expressed by, amongst others, the Zionist leader 
himself and are probably shared even by the vast majority of 
the perpetrators. Such acts are, wholly and painfully, at 
variance with the very spirit of Zionism, which is, in 
essence, the spirit of peace and which draws its strength 
‘from considerations of justice and reason, and Zionists 
innately abhor violence, as do the best people in Britain 
ahd America. The Colonial Office statement read out 
by the Colonial Secretary in Parliament referred to these 
very regrettable happenings, and warned us that unless 
“this wanton resort to force was stopped and suppressed ” 


progress in relation to Palestine would be impossible and. 


the further steps conterhplated’ in the Government's 
endeavour to settle the Palestine problem would be brought 
to naught. Whether threats of this kind are justified 1s 
open to question. They are a little too reminiscent of 
those phrases, now generally regarded with embarrassment, 
if not shame, which the Colonial Office employed on the 
occasion of Lord Moyne’s assassination. And they are 
rather too suggestive of the theory of our late enemies that 
there is ane law for the Jew and another for the non-Jew 
No such general threats, be it noted, were uttered against 
jraq when its rebels sought to stab Britain.in the back, or 


‘against France in Syria, or in Greece when British troops 


had to intervene-there to prevent, as was alleged, the whole- 
sale massacre of political opponents. Nor is it fair or reason- 
able that, the Arabs having been rewarded with the White 
Paper for their last wanton resort to violence: with its 
gruesome toll of innocent life, the entire Zionist movement 
should now be penalised because a Jewish organisation also 
takes to resistance, in the possible expectation of similar 


British treatment to that which the Arab exemplars received. 


But far more important than this, in view of the political 
lay-out at the moment, has been the Arab reaction to the 
outbreak in the Yishuy. 
according to the Colonial Office, gave evidence .of “ very 
careful planning ” by a considerable organisation—to which 
may be added also evidence of exceptional discipline and 
gtierrilla skill, testified to by the fact that some. 150 cuts 


were made in the railway lines of a small. country without - 


detection, and with very little resultant loss of life. But 
what was the Arab reaction? © After all the efforts to make 
our flesh creep with forecasts of what the Arabs would do 
if the Jews ventured to resort to violence; one would have 
supposed that this flaunting of the power of Jewish resist- 
ance would have provoked instant and bloody Arab 
reprisals. But the bogy was not to be seen. The Arab 
strike, long. prepared and staged two days after the Jewish 
sabotage, led to no Arab uprising such as had accompanied 
previous protests of the kind, 
life in the Yishuv went on with its customary calm. 
remarkable still, there came promptly an announcement 
from the Arab League that it had no intention of resorting 
to violence despite the rich rewards it had previously 
reaped from such courses. In the light of all this, what has 
become of all the fears sedulously whipped up by White 
Arabs, paid and otherwise, in this country, and so innocently 
swallowed by most of the Press? What about all we were 
told the Arabs would do.if Jews showed the slightest indica- 
tion of forcing their rights? | 

Now it is most Important to grasp that it Was precisely 
these fears, and nothing else, that have been the profiered 
excuse for the British Government's hesitations about ful- 
filling their Palestine pledges to the Jews. These fears have 
been the sole excuse since the days of Neville Chamberlain 
—and before.. White Arabs, in and out of Parliament, have 


’ worked themselves into frenzies in the endeavour to impress 


them upon simple and not too well-informed people in 
this country.. The British people have been stuffed up with 
the story that if the Government showed any intention to 
open the doors of Palestine to Jews, then forty million 
Arabs would spring to arms and wipe out 
Empire—or such part of it as might lie within range of 
their knives. The brilliant pro-Arab leader here, Sir 
Edward Spears, solemnly warned the voters of Carlisle, 
when he sought re-election in July, that the eyes of the 
whole Arab world were upon them. The electors of Carlisle 
had the temerity to ignore these ominous glances from the 
desert and unceremoniously dismissed Sir Edward himself. 
Never surely was prophet so without honour in his own 
constituency! And as for the Yishuv’s gesture last week, 
this has been answered with a brief and peaceful strike, 
and some outbursts of hooliganism in adjoining lands. 

lt is no stretching of the facts to assert that these 
cents have knocked the bottom out of the case for not 
opening the gates of Palestine. There is now no semblance 
Of an argument against it. The bogy has been stripped of 
iis learsome trappings and become, what to the know- 
ledgable it always was, a very unterrifying thing. ‘.

What, in the light of these very important developments, 
will the British Government do? Will they go on merely 
playing for time, or engaging in “ voluminous correspon- 
dence * (Mr. Truman's words) with the White House in 
Washington? Or will they do the right and honourable 
thing promised in the repeated Labour Party pledges? 
Let us recall only two of these. At the Annual Conference 
of the Labour Party last December, the present Prime 
Minister, Mr. ATTLEE, speaking on behalf of the National 
Executive of the Party, submitted a special resolution 
approving the Executive's statement on international post- 
war policy. This statement made reference to Palestine. 
It complained that Britain had halted half-way, irresolute, 
between conflicting policies, and it urged that there was 
surely neither hope nor meaning in a “Jewish National 
Home” unless they were prepared to let Jews, if they 
wished, enter “this tiny land” in such numbers as to 
become a majority. Later on—as recently as last May— 
at the Labour Party Conference, Mr. DALTON used much 
the same language. “ Having regard to the unspeakable 
horrors the Jewish people had suffered,” he said, “it was 
morally wrong and politically indefensible ‘(our italics) 
to restrict entry to Palestine of Jews desiring to go there.” 

These declarations were not the vapourings of irrespon- 
sibles in opposition. They were made by two gentlemen 
who were Ministers of the Crown at the time, one of 
them Deputy Prime Minister and the other President of 
the Board of Trade, and they were endorsed unanimously 
by the Party. .As important members of the Government 
they had full access to all the facts available to Govern- 
ment. Mr, Attlee, moreover, while Deputy Prime Minister. 
was ready to promise so to act even before victory over 
the \wo remaining enemies. If he and Mr. Dalton and 
the whole of the Labour Party believed that Palestine 
Should be opened to Jews before the war was ended, how. 
can they hesitate now to act upon their undertaking, and 
after their pledges and promises have not exactly been 
peremptorily rejected by the British electorate, and above all 
now that the hollowness of the Arab scare has been so 
devastatingly exposed? 

There. is much talk just now of calling in the co- 
operation of the United Nations. That may well be a 
prudent course. But only. on one condition: if this step 
is dictated by no feelings of-incapacity on the part. of 
Britain. {t will be a proper and commendable course if in 
reality tt merely amounts to a reaffirmation of the fact that 
the Palestine trust which, Britain undertook is a_ trust’ 
bestowed upon her by the nations of the world, from whom 
she derives her legitimate authority and whose full and 
sincere co-operation in its discharge she is entitled to 
command. Jt is inconceivable that the opposite to this 
course should be adopted. That would be 4a tragic reflec- 
lion upon a nation like Britain that, in the past, has 
become great because she never recoiled before a great 
enterprise or hesitated to bear the-responsibility inseparable 
irom imperial stature. When poltroon talk is heard about 
this country asking others to relieve it of its moral obliga- 
tions in Palestine, one wonders whether statesmen, or even 
permanent officials, realise all that Britain has gained. in 
prestige irom the rigid principle of absolute loyalty to her 
woyd, and how much would be lost to her and to the 
world should she. tarnish that proud record from con- 
siderations of expediency or fear. In August, 1914, she 
drew the sword in order to.defend human society against 
the perils of bad faith. If she herself now dishonours 
her undertakings, if even her dominant political party 
declares. by word or act that solemn pledyes have 
lost their sanctity, then international confidence must every- 
where be sapped and the road to Armageddon and final 
chaos be thrown wide open: 


THEIR JEWISH FRIEND! 

Mr. D._L. Lipson, M.P., has every right, of course.. to his 
anti-Zionist views, and to expound them as and when he thinks 
fit. But his. latest attack. on Zionism—this time .in the 
SPECTATOR—is surely among the least effective, as well as most 
mischievous, of his efforts. Among many statements in the 
article which call for strong protest is the 
“the Zionist claim to dispossess the Arab jis not a just one” 
and that “the Arabs have right on their side in resisting it, 
for they have been in possession of. the country for hundreds 
of years.’ These allegations are a pure invention, contradicted 
both by Jewish profession and practice. Over and over again it 
has been authoritatively proclaimed by Zionists of al/ parties 
that, so far as it rests with the Jews, the Arabs are entitled 
to and would receive complete civic equality of treatment. 
lf Mr. Lipson meant to suggest that the Arabs as a 
people would be dispossessed under the Zionist plan, his 
justification that they have been in possession of the country 
for hundreds of years—has just as little weight. When the 
Balfour Declaration” was launched, they were living § in 
squalor and were the barely tolerated helots of their 
masters, the Turks. They were liberated by efforts in 
which they took no part—-except to resist their liberators. 
To talk of their “ national sovereignty” is a deceptive mis- 
description of their status and, in fact, arrant nonsense. No 
doubt by his superficial generalisations, Mr. Lipson will win 
the plaudits of the influential. White Arabs in this country and, 
who knows, with a few more splashes from the whitewash 
(or eye-wash) brush might himself qualify for that category. 
But he makes no real contribution to the Palestine discussions. 
All he does is to confuse them, to give anti-Zionists in this: 
country another opportunity of. gloating over the vastly 
exaggerated “divisions” in the Jewish Community on. the 
Zionist issue (though Lipson and his: clique represent a minute 
proportion of Jewry), and to fill fellow-Jews with wonder 
that he cannot put his time and energies to better use.

THe Community was recently surprised—many mys have 
been startled—to learn from a letter from Mr. Anthon, de 
Rothschild in this paper that the administration of the Jewjch 
Orphanage was to be drastically changed. Hitherto jhe 
children in the Nevei Tsedek. as it was affectionately knows 
to earlier generations, had received their education within the 
walls of the institution; but thenceforth this Jewish day schoo} 
was to be closed, and the pupils instead were to be sent io 
the local council schools. This “experiment,” as \iy de 
Rothschild called it, was “in accordance with the principle: 
laid down to-day by all welfare authorities for the proper 
functioning of an orphanage.” The first question this rajses 
iswhy was this vital reorganisation undertaken withoutthe Com. 
munity, who supply and have supplied it with its funds. heing 
consulted and its reactions ascertained? The hugger-mugger. 
arbitrary course cannot. command the public’s respect of 
strengthen their confidence. The second question is. why 
must the organisation of a _ specifically Jewish orphanage 
necessarily be dictated by “ welfare authorities” who may o; 
may not be fully: acquainied with a Jewish educational 
lishmeni’s distinctive character and traditions? We are told 
that the childrén will continue to receive their religious edy- 
cation in the Orphanage, and be brought up there in a Jewich 
atmosphere. But in the communication on the subject addressed 
to the Chief Rabbi which we publish this week. Dayan 
Lazarus and two ministerial colleagues assert that the whole 
religious life of the Orphanage has been changed. According 
to them the religious guidance of the orphans has. been fisnded 
over to, of all. people, Mr. Basil L. Q. Henriques, an excellent 
magistrate, no doubt, but an out-and-out opponent of Oriho- 
dox Judaism, whose appointment as the “ all-powerful religious 
influence” in ithe institution is suggestive only of « wolf 
standing guard over the sheep. And as for the promised 
“Jewish atmosphere,” how is this rendered more certain by 
the engagement of a non-Jewish matron and cook? 


TWO KINDS OF “TRUST” 


‘ THe idea behind the overhaal, it seems, is that it ts better thar 
children should not be taught in the place in which they ‘ive. 
and that by separating school from residence the Orphana 
tan provide a real home life and. the ,institutiona! spel! 
He broken. But many of the most distinguished public men 
in this country have been reared under this “™ spel! Mi 
Churchill at Harrow, Mr. Dalton at Eton, and even Mr. de 
Rothschild himself at Harrow, without, so far as we know. 
Indeed, the late and 
great Prime Minister. never enjoys himself so much or is . 
more ‘at “home” than when. he revels in. his schoolbo 
reminiscences at annual speech-days of his famous boarding- 
school. The departure now announced at the Orphanage i 
a violent break with a system which has worked without 
criticism for a century ahd more. Kh is also a serious injustice 
to the large number of the supporters of the Orphanage who 
desire and: desired that the children should be brought up im 
the tenets of Orthodoxy and who gave and bequeathed ther 
money in reliance upon this sacred trust. And let us not lorget 
that it is.a trust in the best and not the worst sense of that 
word, not some financial cartel or combine which can be re- 
arrangedandadapted behind the “shareholders’”” backs. Finalis 
it must be observed that this “experimental” change in the 
Orphanage runs counter to the growing .conviction in the 
Community of the neéded extension of the Jewish day schoo! 
system in which religious instruction is made, as it should be, 
an integral part of the child’s general education. From that 
point of view the new departure is regrettable and, we would 
add, unpardonable. 


THE CAIRO DISTURBANCES 


ALL the evidence so far received about the Cairo riotssuggests 
that the statement that they were a spontaneous outbreak is 
far from the truth, and that, in fact, they. were ‘highh 
organised,. One need only point to the tardiness of 7he 
resistance offered by the police. In one instance it was Wo 
hours after police aid had been sought before a solitary 
policeman put in an appearance, and his only contribution to 
the suppression of the disorder was to pat the ringleader 
on the back. Nor is it possible to identify, from the reports 
the suggested motives. behind these organised outbreaks. [he 
Egyptian students, who can always be counted upon to descend 
into the streets when mischief is afoot, and who appear to 
do everything but study, did indeed raise anti-Jewish cries, 
but the rest of the disturbers of the peace did not conhne 
their attentions to the Jews but attacked non-Jewish businesses 
and even British vehicles with engaging impartiality, nd 
seemed most intent on indiscriminate plunder. To represent 
the mean assaults on a comparative handful of Jews as 4 
spontaneous retort of Cairo to Jerusalem is thus, to put 
mildly, irrelevant and wholly unconvincing. In any case these 
Egyptian “ heroics ” found no echo in the hearts of Palestinian 
Arabs, who did their protest without fuss or noise, Ail that 
was proved by the organisers of the riots was that underground 7 
Cairo is always game for upsets, especially when there is some- 
body else’s property to be had in the process, and the whole 
incident looks like a bit of Egyptian Government political 
legerdemain, meant perhaps to provide some confirmation of 
the much-trumpeted but so far unjustified stories of tension 
in the Middle East. What these Egyptian roughs really did, 
in this orgy of looting, was to exhibit with increased jorce 
the need for a real National Home for the Jews. Once again 
the impossible position of the Jewish people, who are set upon

own object or the “itching palms” of local hooligans, 
is brought vividly to the attention of the thoughtful. rhe 


other nations will be wise to recognise that the time has at

‘HELPING DEMOBILISED 
SERVICEMEN 


Discussion at Manchester Jewish 
Council 


The rehabilitation in civil life of ex-Servicemen 
was the subject of a long discussion at a meeting 
of the Council of Manchester and Salford Jews 
held on Sunday. 

Councillor Moss, the President, said that material 
aid must be forthcoming for these men, but, in other 
ways also it must be shown that the community 
welcomes them back again. 

Mr. Nathaniel Jacobs gave an account of a con- 
versation which he and Mr. D. Freeman, Secretary 
of the T.A.C., had had with the Resettlement Advice 
Officer for Manchester, Mr. Faulkner. Mr. Jacobs 
said that great care must be taken to ensure that 
the Jewish community, in its endeavours to assist 
returning ex-Servicemen, in no way impinged on 
the recognised Government procedure. A ladies’ 
committee, which was to be set up at the Jewish 
Forces Centre, could help to deal with some of the 
questions asked. Flying-Officer Lucien Harris had 
given invaluable help by addressing these ladies on 
the subject. The returning men should, however, 
go to the Resettlement Advice Office first, because 
it had contacts to which no voluntary body, how- 
ever willing, could have access. If any ex-Service- 
man wished to, set himself up in _ business, 
but had not enough money to do so (although the 
Government was prepared to help), Jewish bodies 
might like to help. The Ministry of Pensions had 
been very helpful, and he did not think itt would 
be necessary to apply to the British Legion as had 
been suggested. 

Mr. M. Fidler suggested that a list of all em- 
ployers who were willing to accept ex-Servicemen 
as employees should be compiled. Mr -W. Gold 
said that ex-Servicemen wanted to feel that they 
were part of the Jewish community when they came 
back home. Mr. Nahum said that one of the diffi- 
culties was that men wanted to come back to bigger 


jobs than they had originally had. Councillor A.. 


Matz suggested’ that the men should be allowed 
membership ‘of Synagogues free for at least a year. 

Mr. M. Bobker said that to differentiate between 
Jewish soldiers and others was helping to provide 
ghetto conditions. These men should be treated as 
men of the British Army. 

Mr. Needoff asserted that advertisements were 
appearing in. the press which said, “No Jews 
required.” The press. should not print such 
advertisements. 

The President said that the target of £100,000 
for the Central British Fund (towards which £90,000 
had so far been raised) had become totally in- 
adequate. 

Mr. Rosenberg appealed for support for the 
Manchester Talmudical College's hostel appeal. 
to the present only 300 people. who between them 
had given £4,900, had supported the appeal. 


SALFORD KASHER CANTEEN

An Interim Report 


We have received the following communiqué from 
Mr. M. Stephany, Joint Secretary to the Central 
British Fund: 

To the Appeal which was launched in March last 
for One Million Pounds, we have so far received 
contributions and promises to a total of just over 
£500 Ag deal of this money will only 
be received over a period of seven years; to date 
the sum of £148,400 has been received in cash. 

In the meantime, the Council has considered the 
many applications for assistance which have been 
received, and in accordance with the policy sanc- 
tioned by the Treasury, has made grants for the 
provision of those essentials which the national 
and international relief organisations are unable to 
provide, for th® care of children and displaced 
persons, for educational and vocational training, for 
religious reconstruction of the Jewish communities 
on the Continent, and for sundry other pieces of 
work such as cost of transport of clothing to 
~*~ the tracing of missing persons, etc. 

Following is a short summary of some of the 
allocations which total just under £300,000,

The Council of the Central British Fund feel 
that except in a few individual cases the Community 
has not realised the urgency of the need and it is 
endeavouring to reach all those individuals who have 
not so far contributed or less than they can. 

In the Provinces, almost the same situation 
applies. Certain provincial cities (such as Manchester 
target £100,000, cash and promuses to-date £90,000: 
Nottingham contributions £12,500; Bradford 
£9,000; Treforest Trading Estate £6,000: Oxford 
£3,500) have prosecuted the Appeal with great 
energy, but other Communities such as Leeds, Liver- 

l, Sheffield, etc., have not so far made any effort. 
n fact one provincial city has now suggested that 
the Appeal should be postponed until next year ! 

It may be that many subscribers have held back 
because they are not in a position to give pounds 
or even shillings. It ts for these people who can 
only afford a ew nce at a time, that a weekly 
payment scheme is being organised in Jewish firms. 
and many: have already adopted this method of 
giving their employees the opportunity to show their 
sympathy towards their unfortunate corcligionists in 
Europe. There must be many firms unknown to the 
organisers who would like to support this scheme, 
and full details will be furnished on application. 

If the Central British Fund is to bring any real 
assistance to the surviving Jews on the Continent, 


it must be given the tools to enable it to do so.

“ HEBREW FOR ALL” 


Second Annual Convention 


A GROWING MOVEMENT 


Among the facts stressed the second conven- 
tion of the “ Hebrew For Movement on 
Sunday at the Anglo-Palestinian Club were (1) that 
the Movement had co-operated with the War Office 
which under its.education scheme had taken 500 
copies each of the elementary and advanced courses ; 
(2) that a fair number of non-Jews are also taking 
the course and (3) that those who had been respon- 
sible for endowing the Movement did not intend 
to stop there, but 
other ways as well for Jewish adult education. 

The proceedings were in Hebrew and English. 

Dr. Leonard V Snowman, President of the Union 
of Hebrew and Religion Classes, in the course of his 
address spoke of the importance of Jews being able 
to read their superb classical Hebrew literature in 
the original tongue. There was another point of 
view. Hebrew had become the vernacular of the 
Jewish settlement in Palestine. There could be no 
doubt that the Jews of Palestine were the most 
dynamic part. of Jewry to-day. If they were to 
keep in touch with their ideals, especially as _ ex- 
pressed in their literary. productions, they must have 
some knowledge of modern Hebrew. It was this 
that the * Hebrew For All” courses also tried to 
achieve. 

Dr. Nathan Morris, the Officer for Jewish Educa- 
tion, after recalling that two years had passed sinc 
the “ Hebrew For "Movement had been 
launched, said he thought they could now speak 
with the same confidence of its present value as 
an educational movement and of its prospects in 
the near future “1 think,” he said, “ there ts a 
wider demand now than ever before for adult 
education of the right type.” But on the other 
hand, the means of supplying that demand were 
now more scarce than ever, especially so in Jewish 
education. They were desperatel short of 
teachers, accommodation, books, and equipment, 
not fo speak of money. They were short of every- 
thing, and here was “ Hebrew For Alil,”’ which 
seemed to be a kind of short-cut to many of their 
difficulties, especially to those of adult education. 

The Rev. I. Levy said that nothing could be more 
pleasant for him t&in to find that the first civilian 
gathering which he was attending after his release 
trom the Army shold be ong in connection with 
Hebrew. Those who had had the privilege of serv- 
ing in Palestine and in the Middle East realised 
all too well that the best, warmest link and the one 
clesest to the hearts of most of them was. the 
sound of Hebrew. He hoped that the day would 
come very soon when not only the language of 
“ Hebrew For All,” but also the sound of ** Hebrew 
For All” would penetrate into their Synagogues. 
May the day come soon when they would have 
TV ATW and the language of prayer in ghe 


Sefardi pronunciation. 
Further Developments Foreshadowed 


The Rev. J. Halpern said that the people who 
were responsible for endowing the “ Hebrew For 
All” had authorised him to say. that they did not 
intend to stop there and that they proposed to 
make provision in other ways for Jewish adult 
education. 

The Deputy Education Officer, Dr. I. Fishman, 
said that in Jewish education, adult education was 
no new thing; indeed, the origin of Jewish educa- 
tion in the early Rabbinic period commenced as a 
result of adult education itself. 

Dr. Fishman, who spoke of Dr. Morris as “ the 
architect of the Movement,” said that they hoped 
very shortly that it would also become part and 


parcel of the national adult education movement. 
The Rev. J. Halpern gave facts and figures. to 


show how far “ Hebrew For All” had actually 
advanced amongst their adolescents and adults and 
what part the Movement could play in their general 
scheme of adult education. They had’ had, he said, 
in the 18 months—from the beginning of April, 
1944, until the end of October of this year—2,670 
registrations, of which 1,100 were advanced and 
1,570 elementary. 

Mr. Halpern announced that they had co-operated 
with the War Office which, under its Army Educa- 
tion Scheme, took 500 copics of the elementary 
and S00 of the advanced course. In addition, in 
the last week or so, they had had a new develop- 
ment in that the Central British Fund was also 
taking 500 copies of the elementary and 500 of the 
advanced course for use.on. the Contnent, 

The Rev. |. Levy said that from his own contacts 
with troops he could’ say that there was a tremend- 
ous number of troops who were taking a _ great 
interest in Hebrew as a living language. He was 
also convinced that the urge was becoming more 
intense. Mr. Levy stressed the fact that they could 
not dissociate Hebrew as a language and literature 
from the everyday problems of the soldier. 

The Rev. J. Vainstein conveyed greetings on 
behalf of the Torah Va'avodah Organisation. The, 
* Hebrew For All” Course, he felt, had got a very 
important task to fulfil in the community. 

abbi Dr. W. Gottleib gave an address. on the 
“Hebrew For All” Courses. 

Dr. Friedlander and Mr. Harold Levy (who are 
respectively responsible for the senior and element- 
ary courses) replied to the succeeding discussion. 

The evening session, which was all in Hebrew, 
was presided over by Professor S. Brodetsky who 
stressed the fact that Judaism was impossible with- 
out knowledge and that for this purpose it. was 
essential to know Hebrew, Jewish history, and 
Jewish ideals. As a Zionist, he did not think only 


of the past, although, of course, it was not possible 


to be a Jew unless one’s Judaism was connected 
with the past. - But their future was more important. 

Dr. Morris said before he went to Palestine he 
had heard much about the fine work which: the 
Youth Aliyah was doing there, and he wanted to 
go there and to see it for himself. He recounted 
his contacts with some of those children whom he 
had seen and his visit to the various settlements, 
giving high praise for the way in which these 


orphans had been physically.and spiritually regener- ; 


ated.

That 
school would be both a grammar and technica 
school, and would form part of the LCC plan 
He thought, concluded Dr. Morris, that this was g 
scheme well within their capacity,and provided they 
went forward with a strong will and strong faith 
they would carry it to fruition. 


Jewish Pupils in State Schools 


Dr. I. Fishman reported that at present there 
were no fewer than 2,500 children in State schools 
receiving Jewish education under the auspices of the 
Joint Emergency Committee, in nineteen primary 
schools, which included seven church schools, They 
were also giving instruction to Jewish pupils in a 
number of central schools which had become 
secondary schools, and they had also made arrange. 
ments with regard to a number of grammar schools. 
The J.E.C. alone were responsible for the cost of 
all this. 

The Rev. J. Halpern reported on the Talmud 
Torahs. in which communal and focal interest was 
growing. he said. About 1,200 children atiended 
to-day. 

Rabbi Dr. W. Gottlieb reported on the reception 
areas, for only four of which the J.E.C. were now 
responsible, at a cost of £500 odd a year. Such 
others as still existed had been taken over by the 
local communitics. 

The problem of refugee children still scattered 
over England and Wales was being examined with 
a view to the best possible solution being found. 
One vital task which they had fulfilled in the re- 
ception areas throughout the war was that they 
had prevented the children from forgetting ther 
Jewish identity and had taught them to be con- 
scious of and interested jn their Judaism. 

After Mr. S. London, supported by Rabbi Dr. 
[. Epstein, had spoken of their very favourable 
impressions of the J.E.C. Summer School, the meet- 
ing recorded its thanks to the Rev. J. and Mrs. 
Halpern, who were responsible for ‘all the arrange- 
ments. 

In giving some of his impressions of his recent 
visit to Palestine, Dr: Morris said one aspect which 
was of particular interest to that Commitice was the 
potential relationship between their own educational 
activities and those in Palestine.

PHILISTINES 


1E life of Isaac is a strangely inactive and 
passive one Doth in itself and when compared 
with that of his father, Abraham. and his 
son Jacob.” The only incidents of his life which 
are recorded are those in which he acts as the 
victim and not the agent of circumstances. From 
his first emergence on the stage of history as the 
ential vicum of Abraham's supreme test of 
Divine faith, to the last when he is the victim of 
the deception practised on him by Rebecca and 
Jacob, it is this curious passivity which dominates 
and characterises his life. 

There 18 OMe apparent exception, his feverish 
activity in digging the wells of water, which is the 
sudject of the latter part of tne 26th chapter of 
Genesis. Here there appears to be a progress and 
activity which refutes the interpretation given of 
his character, but-even here the exception is only 
apparent... Scripture explicitly limits. his activity in 
his sphere to one direction. “ And all the wells 
which the servants of his father had due in t] 
jays of Abraham his father, the Philistines had

Philistines Kad bDiocked after the death of his 
father, and he called them names, according -to 
the names which his father had called them” 
(Genesis xxvi, 18 and 18). In other words his 


activity in ‘this direction represented. not proeres: 


but maintenance, and Isaac stands out as the con- 
servator Oj established Values lt he does . not 
advance he does not. retreat and his life is dévoted 


to the maintenance of the status. quo: 


Ee is an attitude of mind which characicrises the 
period which follows that of intense spiritua! 
activily Such a period was that of his fathe 
Abraham. © Devoting his whole life, both while 
under his father’s roof in Ur of the Chaldees and 
subsequently throughout his wanderings, to the 
dissemination of the knowledge of the true God 
among the peoples, he had, in the beautiful werds 
which Rashi quotes trom the Midrash, brought 
down God from heaven, and made him God both 
of heaven and of earth. (Rashi on Genesis xxiv. 3.) 
He had dug wells of the human spirn, making 
accessible to man the thirst-quenching waters of 
the Torah But it is not to be supposed that this 
spiritual activity was allowed to eo unchallenged 
by. the forces of reaction and darkness. As long 
as the dominant personality of Abraham was alive, 
his servants’ dug the wells and the water. flowed, 
but immediately after his death the Philistines came 
and stopped up these wells, depriving mankind oi 
their .life-eiving, fructifying waters, reducing the 
world once more to its primitive barbarity and 
ignorance of God. 

And Isaac entered into the spiritual heritage of 
iis. father Abraham-——lIsaac, whose complete identi 
fication in spirit with his father expresses itself 
in the words of the Akedah passage: “And they 
walked both of them -together,” and he saw. his 
task clearly before. him. It was that the spiritual 
gains of his father should not be lost. - It was 
not a time for digging new wells—what point 
was there when the old ones were being betouled?— 
but it was essentially a time. for clearing the 
blocked channels of those wells which had already 
been dug, of zealously Conserving and preserving 
and making available for mankind the hving waters 
which the labours of his father had uncovered for 
them, It was a period for consolidation of old 
gains rather than the conquest of new, and to this 
Isaac devoted his life—to keep open the channels 
which his father had dug and which the Philistines 
were blocking 


r was Heine who first applied the word Philistines 
to vandals in art and literature, and from him 
the word has passed into all languages. But whence 
did he take this word? The present writer 1s 
convinced that he took it from this verse. The 
Philistine is the man who senselessly. and callously 
deprives himself and others of the spiritual beauties 
of life by blocking and stopping up the wells of 
living water of the spirit. 

It is the example of Isanc that we have to take 
as our model at the present day. The need is not 
so much for the acquisition of new spiritual values 
as for the careful preservation and conservation 
of those which have already been given to the 
world. ‘Given, but no longer accessible. For the 
Philistines of the spirit have been active in filling 
these wells with earth: and denying their waters 
to a world which is languishing from a deep 
spiritual thirst The ideals for which we strive, 
the ideals without which we know with a passionate 
conviction the world cannot survive, the ideals of 
justice and liberty and democracy, these ideals have 
been given to the world in the past. In the 19th 
century Carlisle called them the “ eternal verities.” 


The wells have been. digged, the water has flown, 


the parched places of the soul have been irrigated* 
But the history of the iast@few decades has been 
the history of the supremacy of the Philistines. 
They have blocked the wells dug by “ the servants 
of Abraham ™ and the world has receded to primi- 
tive barbarity It is no Abraham who is needed 
—his legacy is still with us—but Isaac, Isaac who 
with painstaking and unspectacular devotion will 
clear the debris away from those wells and make 
their waters run pure and pellucid. It is. not so 
much “ Advance” as “ No Retreat * which should 
be the order of the day. The conservation of the 
spiritual values which have been given to the 
world and lost. their restoration to the hearts and 
souls of man, the return of God to a world whence 
he has been well-nigh banished, these are the tasks 
which lie before us We have sore need of our 
Isaacs, for without them the labour of Abraham 
was but in vain.

CAREERS ADVIC# 


The immense importance of efficient hospital 
administration is being recognised by the King 
Edward's Hospital Fund for London, which has 
announced that, in co-operation with some of the 
London voluntary hospitals, it is proposing to offer 
a limited number—probably four this ,year—of 
bursaries of the value of £600 a year, tenabic in the 
first instance for a period of twelve months, and 
renewable for a further six months. These bursarics 
are being offered, among gther reasons, to enable 
those whose careers were interrupted by the war, 
to have an opportunity of entering the field of 
hospital administration (although it must be pointed 
out that salaries and conditions vary widely accord- 
ing to the size and character of the hospital).

A Valuable Symposium 


rentile and Jew, A Symposium. Edited by Cuaim 
NewMan. Alliance Press. 12s. 6d. net. 


Mr. Newman has rendered a real service to the 
cause of better understanding between the Jew and 
his neighbour by undertaking what must have proved 
a laborious and often depressing task. For with 
admirable energy and persistence he has succeeded 
in persuading one hundred leading Gentiles in all 
walks of public life to offer their views on the Jewish 
problem and to suggest any solutions they may 
favour. 

The result is a “* documentary * which in some measure 
answers the prayer of Burns and shows ws ourselves “ as 
ethers see us.’ The first fact which Mr. Newman's efforts 
have confirmed if no revealed— for many have supposed 
jt, though without much solid evidence—is the extraordinary 
amount of thought which men in public life in this country 
devote to the Jewish question. That is not to say that that 
chought is always fruitful of great wisdom, originality, or 
vsion. But that men and women im leading positions have, 
in one way or the other, becn made “ Jew-conscious ” is 
a very serious conclusion to which this book points and 
the significance of which should silence for ever those 
among us. who were wot to contend that if only Jews 
here could make themselves sufficiently inconspicuous. ‘our 
problem would dissolve itself. 

It must be emphasised, of course, that there is in this 
book, if viewed objectively, and even after making the 
fullest allowances, a magnificent display of the finest liberal 
ofuook, kindly, generous. big-minded, and idcalist in the 
best sense of the word. But there is at the same time to 
be noted akain and again a most appalling inability on the 
part even of some of our well-meaning friends to grasp the 
inwardness of the Jew's malaise, to free their minds from 
the falsities and distortions which old myths and popular 
prejudice have supplied. Small wonder at the ghastly 
extent which these failings assume in the. ill-disposed: or 
that anti-Semitism should present such a world menace to 
the happiness of mankind. 


The Great Sociological Mystery 


These curious th@wght-processes or emotion-habits are 
mo respecters of learning; for they seem to barge in sud- 
deniy in the writings of the distinguished academician 
with almost as little embarrassment as they would into the 
soap-box oratory of some illiterate street-corner Fascist, 
One wonders—it is. perhaps, too much to ask—Whether a 
large number of Gentiles of intelligence can be persuaded 
to study this book and then ask themscives how and why 
it is possible for first-rate brains and characters to slip 
wp in this way. and whether we have yet got anywhere 
near a true scientific diagnosis of the “* disease of anti- 
Semitism.”’ : 

Of course, one occasion for error which is frequently to 
be noted is What might be calied the “shoemaker and 
leather "’ attitude. Just as the shoemaker says there is 
nothing like leather, so the economist sees in the Jewish 
problem a purely economic for cconomic solution, 
the Christian divine a purely religious problem and solution, 
and so on—noa always but quite often 

This book ts the raw matcrial—in places very raw—on 
which some great and penctrating mind should work 
scientifically to extract the truths lying behind and beneath 
the phenomena reached. It is a book every thinking Jew 
shoukd read, not perhaps as a pleasure burt as a reminder 
of the subticty and immensity of his pwn problem—whether 
he likes oF not, 

Mr. Newman himself provides a “top and tail” for 
the symposium, writing with such gusto as to make us 
forgive the stylistic vagaries of his exuberant enthusiasm. 
Such conviction and sincerity and singicness of devotion to 
what he knows to be right may be permitted at times to 
aide roughshod over mere words. GJ. 


A ZIONIST HISTORY 


The Zionist Movement. By .ISRAEL COHEN, 
London: Frederick Muller Lid. 12s. 6d.

In the present work, Mr. Israel Cohen has. set 
ouf to fill an obvious gap m_ the. Imerature of 
Zionism—namely, the want of a hisiory of the

book are ample without being excessive: it is as 
informative in content as it is readable in style; and 
it omits to mention none of the outstanding names 
and events in Zionist thought and work.

uncritical reproduction of Llovd Georere's story in the midst 
of a number of other narratives. As to the “* mixed ”’ 
Jewish Agency, Mr. Cohen might leave with the réader the 
impression that it was still functioning in the letter and 
the ‘spirit of the agreement of 1929.

WAR CRIMES 
Defining the Issues 


War Crimes. By Manrrep Lacns. 


Stevens. 
7s. 6d. net.

Dr. Lachs's valuable study of war crimes makes 
an opportune appearance at a time when trials of 
war criminals, im progress of impending, are 
prominent in the news. 

Modestly describing hw work as “an altemm to define 
the issucs,” he has rendered a useful service by his care- 
ful analysis of a somewhat clusive conception and his 
systematic discussion of the problems implicit in it. Among 
those problems not the jleast difficult is that of punishment. 
Who can be punished for a war crime? What tribunal 
has jurisdiction? What penalties can be awarded” To 
none of these questions is it casy to find a comprehensive 
answer which lawyers can regard as satisfactory I 
Lachs cites the familiar maxim. “nulla poena sine leee.”’ 
and Lord -‘Sankey's dictum in a famous case in the Privy 
Council: “ With regard to crimes as defined by imter- 
national law, that law has no means of trying or punish- 
ing. The recognition ot them as constituting crimes. and 
the trial and punishment of the criminals. are left to 
the municipal courts of each country.” There is, in fact. 
no international criminal law. and Dr. Lachs points out 
the difficulties inhérem in the setting up. after a war. 
of a tribunal for the award of punishments for acts not 
punishable at the time when they were committed. As 
to the fhature of a “ war crime,”’ most people would feel 
bound to agree with Dr. Lachs that, so far as it is a 
question of definitions, *“‘a war crime can be commitied 
only during a war.’ though most people would also 
agree that those who framed so skilfully the indictment 
of the twenty-four leading Nazis have done well in casting 
the fict much wider. 

The truth is, of course. that, however closely judicial 
procedure may be observed, it is hardly possible to fit 
the trials of the wart criminals into the framework of 
traditional legal conceptions. “To say this is by no means 
tO suggest that outraged humanity should allow the offenders 
to g0 unpunished. nor does it necessarily follow—though 
on this point there may be room for doubt-—-that summary 
justice would have been preferable to the long-drawn-out 
formalities now in progress. One of the advantages of the 
procedure which has been adopted is that, in the case of 
the major war criminals. it has led to the production of 
a full-scale indictment in which the salient facts. assembled 
and marshalled with masterly skill, aré placed impressively 
on record 

But the transaction as a whole belongs to a different 
order of ideas from. the matters so ably discuésed by Dr 
Lachs Writing before the war crimes trials. had been set 
on foot. he was well aware of the difficultics which woukd 
arise when it was sought to apply traditional doctrines 
to contemporary realities. By his scholarly cxposition and 
explanation of those doctrince in thew historica) setting. 
Dr. Lachs has placed all students of the subiect in his 
deht and has provided valuable material for the further 
¢cxyamination of a somewhat intractable probiem

HOME SECTION 


In the Garden 


1ERE are nearly always several fine days during 
the winter when work out of doors is both 
healthful and useful. and there are many little 
jobs that can be dane in the garden on such sunny 


days. 

First, there is the tidy ee of flower-beds that 
contain annuals. These will | gee again next year, 
but nearly always «4 mass of weeds will be found 
to have accumulated during the summer months 
round their roots, which will grow even more prolific 
when the weather becomes fine and warm again. 
Therefore, beds of lupins, delphiniums, or Canter- 
bury belis should be cleaned up now, before the 
really frosty weather makes the shifiing of roots 
hazardous. Lift all the roots carefully with a fair 
amount of carth round them, and be very careful 
when using the fork not to dig it into them. Go 
over them with your hands and remove all the weeds 
that are clinging to them. 

After all the roots have been lifted, lightly dig 
over the bed, and again weed it very carefully. Then 
replace the roots, adding a little soil, or. peat, 
sprinkled over the top’ A light dressing of lime 
completes the process. 

Cut down all flowering plants such.as Michaelmas 
daisies, golden rod, and early chrysanthemums, 
that have not been cut for the table, and leave 
about two to three inches of stalk. Fork lightly 
round the roots, and do not attempt to separate 
them at this time of the year. 


Correcting a Mistake 


One of the greatest mistakes .of the amateur 
gardener is to overcrowd the beds. Flowering 
shrubs which have been planted when quite small 
flourish and grow into big bushes, and if they have 
been planted too close to one another they will 
suffer. from lack of fresh air and sunshine. If this 
has happened in your garden, now ts the time to 
remedy the mistake by removing and replanting the 
plants elsewhere. Fork them up with as mych soil 
as possible round them, and do not move them 
until! you have dug sufficiently large holes to accom- 
modate them. Tread the earth down firmly all 
round them in their new places Bulbs have, of 
course, already been planted, but there is still time 
to put some more in. Tulips, datfodils, narcissi, 
and many of the smalicr hyacinths and scyllas will 
all do well if planted im the present wet, warm 
earth. 

If you planted wallflowers. earlier in the autumn, 


it #§ a good plan on a fine day now to hoe them: 


well, and give them a light dusting of lime to prevent 
slugs and other pests from atiacking the roots or 
making their home there. 

In the vegetable garden, the 
earthing up and keeping clear of fly pests. The best 
antidote to celery fly 1s ordinary soot, which you 
should dust round the plants and on the leaves. 
Leaks, too, want the earth firmly patting round their 
stems; if they are to develop well and truly. 

Go carefully overethe cabbage bed and remove 
all the old leaves that have fallen down and become 
rotten. Place these on a separate heap for manure 
purposes, and dig round the cabbage plants to admit 
air and rain. If you have not a very big stock of 
spring cabbages growing, it ts a good plan, when you 
cut. a cabbage. to leave the stalk in the ground, cut- 
ting it across and across so that it may sprout in the 
spring and give you so much needed green-stuff in 
the early months of the year. Of course, that is 
assuming that you do not need the ground for early 
root planting. 

ideally, you should change the crops round cach 
year, and where there are now cabbages and sprouts 
should be cleared early, dug over in the first months 
of the year, and dug again for early potatoes. 

if you have artichokes growing, there is no need 
to lift them until you want to cook them. Cut down 
the tall stalks and leave the clumps; even if you 
do not use them they wil grow just as well again: 
next year. 

Although. generally speaking, it is not feasible to 
do much digging while the soil is very wet, it is 
a good idea to dig out a trench where you intend 
to “plant runner beans next year.. The earlier this 
is done the better, and then ‘into it to rot down 
and enrich the soil can go all the household refuse, 
such as tea leaves, the contents of the vacuum 
and rotted-down vegetable leaves.
